This act shall take effect on passage, except: 3 

(1)  Notwithstanding 1 V.S.A. § 214, Secs. 1 and 2 (annual link to 4 

federal statutes) shall take effect retroactively on January 1, 2023 and shall 5 

apply to taxable years beginning on and after January 1, 2022. 6 

(2)  Sec. 8 (sales tax exemption; advanced wood boilers) shall take effect 7 

on June 30, 2023. 8 

(3)  Notwithstanding 1 V.S.A. § 214, Secs. 14 (child and dependent care 9 

credit), 15 (earned income tax credit), 16 (child tax credit; taxpayer 10 

identification numbers), 17 (taxpayer identification numbers; credits), and 19 11 

and 20 (pass-throughs; composite payment rate for nonresidents) shall take 12 

effect retroactively on January 1, 2023 and shall apply to taxable years 13 

beginning on and after January 1, 2023.
